These appraisers are required to "set down 


opposite to each Item In saich Inventory, distinctly, In figured, 
the value thereof in money" and then delher the ln\entory Trtth 
their appraisal to the executor, properly cerltlfled. 


The Executor is required to^make "a separ- 


ate and distinct Inventory and appraisement . . of all th« house- 
hold furniture and other personal property which may be allowed 
to the widow, pursuant to the provisions of this chapter, but tho 
game shall not be considered assets" In the hands of tha Eiecu. 
tor. (G. S. 131S)". 


In case of death caused by the negligence 


or wrongful act of another, the claim for damages Is not an asset 


v of the deceased's estate and must not he Inventoried. This is 


fully covered In th« case o£ City of Frien^rf v Burloigh 53 Neb. i 
674 and 71 N. W. 50. In that case, Ragran C. said: "This cause of ' 
action did not belong, and does not belong-, to the estate of the 
decedent. It belongs to his widow and next of kin, and was not, 
and is not, and can never become, an asset of his estate " 


The separate invehtory-of household furni- 


ture and personal property has given rise to some interesting 
tangles where the testator attempts to bequeath personal proper- 
ty which belongs in the separate Inventory, and none of the part- 
ies in Interest •will yield.

angular plan, this bungalow of the. "Western type Is a 
verv economical one to build. The use of un attractive 
face brick laid in some 
distinctive bond ;tnd mortar 


joint would greatly enhance the attractiveness of this 
design. 


It would look exceedingly well with wide, deeply- 


raked horizontal joints, nnd very thin vortical joints. 
The effect woul,ri be a series of horizontal shadow lines 
handing- the entire building. 


Note especially^ the 
numher and 
grouping of the 


windows, which besides giving an abundance of light 
.and air in every room, are woll placed with reference to 
the furniture. 


The porch extends the full width of the house but 


the roof does not, thereby affording- plenty oC light for 
the living room.

Ernest does hla college work bf 


the aid of readers. There are a num-

He knows three systems of reading 


and writing by the aid of small ma- 
chines, but hjs point machine is the 
most 
convenient, and is the moat 


popular among blind people. Ernest

machine which writes from beneath. 
raising the dots to the top of the 
eheot of paper. iCwo dots arranged » j 
certain way stands for 'C', one dot '

threugh the alphabet. They are dot* 
but Ernest goes along Just as rapidly

in radio telephone work is very im- 
portant.

In this method the\modulation trans- 
former is connected in the grid lead 
of the tubes.

with an ordinary microphone and a 
battery of about six \olts.

the microphone is spoken into the 
current \aries and so the potential 
of the secondary of the trnasfprfer 
varies. This in tucn ^varies the out- 
put of the tube and so modulates the 
v, ave. 


Another method of modulation for 
small set which is very satisfactory 
is the magnetic modulator system. 
One side of the magnetic modulator 
is connected in the ground lead of 
the set and the other side is con- 
nected' with a transformer as in the 
grid system. The action of this type 
of modulator is very similar to the 
first type spoken of. 
The absorption method of modu- 


lation is a third 
v type 
often used 
with small transmitters. « For this 
type of modulation several turns of 
wire are wound around the oscilla- 
tion transformer and this coil con- 
nected in/ series with 
the 
micro- 


phone. No batteries are used with 
:hls system as the coil'has a voltage 
induced in it •which/ supplies the cur- 
rent to the microphone. This method 
s very uneconomical of the output 
of the set as some of it Is absorbed,

SAVING THE ELMS. 


More than the cirstomary number of elm trees are 


showing tha signs of heat and disease and are dying 
along Lincoln streets. 
Th? most valuable, "surest to 


grow, cleanest shade tree that this state has adopted 
is the American elm and any trouble tha^ endangers 
them endangers the beauty of our citv and the com- 
fort of our homes. 


- If the city park department is not already at work 


to discover the cause for The death of these trees and 
to secure methods and means of limiting the loss to 
those already past saving, it is overlooking an Impor- 
tant duty. An elm is not grown In a day nor a year 
and it takes long to replace a tree that a few pre^yenta- 
tive measures might save. 


The dry fall and winter of last year sent the elms of 


the state Into the winter poorly equipped to s£art a 
new spring but abundant moisture this early-spring did 
much to relieve that condition and in fact brought 
heavier foliage than usual. 
Then during-the hot days 


of July the trees buffered. 
Some of these tricks dt 


nature we can not help but the blights of pests or dis- 
ease can be prevented and the city should lead in that 


FIGHTING THE MOSQUITO. 


It requires a visit to a mosquito-plagued country 


to realize how much has been done locally and in almost 
all parts of the United States to rid the summer of this 
dangerous pest. 
Canada is mosquito-filled, and little 


effort has apparently been made to remedy the trouble; 


Even such delightful summer resorts as Banff and 


-Lake Louise are made less pleasant by the prevalence 
of the stinging insect, while- long spaces in western 
Canada where the Columbia river is found in its source, 
the number and vlciousness of the mosquitos passes 
description. 


'This same district is filled with deserted villages and 


whole districts seem to have-- been abandoned at one 
time. Part of this was doubtless due to the eradual log- 
ging off of all th'e best timber in~the vicinity but part 
of it may have been caused by mosaultos. Certainfy life 
could have little worth while wherfe winter holds fast^ 
for nine months and where summer is made doubly 
miserable by the presence of millions of mosquitos.
